Director Stanley Rosin led the

depression which staggered the 
Palm Springs veteran of the last 
resort business nationally. 


THE SOMBER NATURE of his 
plea against rate cutting w as 
visibly reflected bv his listeners 
when he told them: 
"The experience of 1935 and 
1936 proved once and for all th at 
the rate cutters are the first to 
go under the sheriff's hammer. 
On the other hand, tariffs 
that are high out of reason spell 
inevitable ruin to a resort by 
driving business elsewhere." 
Instability of r a t e s , Rosin 
pointed out, creates “shoppers” 
for accommodations, which 
in 
turn creates instability of rev­ 
enue. Use of vacancy signs, he 
tossed in, only m ake the s itu a ­ 
tion worse. 
‘Right now," declared Rosin.

PROPERTY OWNERS OF SEC. 14—Indian reservation, 
do pay taxes. It has been called to my attention that the 
statement has been made th at reservation property own­ 
ers do not contribute to the support of schools and other 
governmental agencies. Such is not the case. The only 
difference between a property owner in Section 14 and 
elsewhere in the city is th at property owners on the 
Reservation do not pay taxes on their LAND. They are 
assessed only for improvements (homes and business 
property) and their personal property. The percentage of 
land value to improvements and personal property natur­ 
ally varies a great deal, specially in business areas where 
the land value might be quite high. In residential areas 
the assessed value of land is pretty much in proportion 
to improvements, possibly 20 per cent of the tax bill, on 
the average, being for land assessment. 
It is true, therefore, that owners of improved property 
on the Reservation pay a tax on that property at the 
same rate as property owners elsewhere in the city for 
the support, of county and city governments, schools, hos­ 
pital districts—and even the cemetery district. The school 
district which comprises all of Section 14, is known as 
Code Area 11-01 and has a combined tax rate of 4.79.

check-ups for hundreds more. 
"IN THE FIELD of youth ser­ 
vice, the organizations of the 
Community Chest have rendered 
the Village a service of incalcu- 
able value. More than 850 boys 
and girls actively enrolled in 
youth activities, filling their 
leisure time with educational, 
citizenship training that will 
make them finer citizens of the 
future. And the Desert Museum 
has served literally thousands of 
hoys and girls in many ways, in 
addition to providing lectures 
and trips that had an attendance 
of more than 30,000 last year. 
"The question now is: Will 
Palm Springs appreciate this 
fine record of service and dem­ 
onstrate that feeing with gener­ 
ous contributions? If the funds 
are not forthcoming, there will 
be no alternative for the Com­ 
munity Chest board but to order 
all these programs drastically 
reduced. Or, which would be as 
equally unfortuante for the Vil­ 
lage, permit the six organiza­ 
tions to stage supplementary 
fund campaigns here. 
“Let’s get the job done the 
first time around," he asked.
